1. To abolish the submarine; 

2. To proclaim a holiday in battleship- 
building until 1936.

If construction of the highway has to 
be deferred on account of the cost, per- 
haps as an alternative the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways could be induced to put 
a gasoline-electric car on the Branch, or 
an automobile equipped with car wheels. 

Either of these would give a frequent 
service, and to that extent would relieve 
conditions for the time. As a make-shift 
it might pay the Government to subsidize 
a service of that kind, rather than build 
the highway at once. 


INSULTS BUTTER NO PARSNIPS 


Quite naturally, the policy of Canadian 
growers and dealers in holding wheat for 
higher prices is not as popular as it might 
be in Great Britain. 

With equal reason, Canadian growers 
and dealers fail to agree with the propo- 
sal of the British buyers that they should 
sell their wheat at the prices now offered 

A couple of months ago some one sug- 
gested that the Canadian crop would he- 
gin to move out when the Canadian hold- 
ers and the oversea buyers “adjusted their 
ideas as to what wheat is worth.” 

That adjustment has not been made 
Seemingly neither side is disposed to fa- 
cilitate trade by making sacrifice. As 
matters stand, each side is confident of 
winning, and intends to win. 

Neither party can blame the other for 
that. The man who produces wheat is en- 
titled to get what he cah for it. The one 
who has to buy wheat is entitled to pay no 
more than ie has to.

The 
British buyer is convinced that there will 
be a shortage of demand. Time will show 
which is right, and the loser will pay. 
Meanwhile it will be well to remember 
that a wise merchant does not quarrel 
with his customers. And the Canadian 
wheat grower and the British wheat con- 
sumer each has something that he would 
like to sell to the other.
